Railway Managers in 
Final Answer Refuse 
Brotherhood Demands 


New York, June 15.—The rail- 
road managers today notified tlie 
heads of the four railroad broth- 
erhoods of employes 
that 
they 
could not meet their demands for 
an eight hour day and aime and a 
half for over time work. 
They 
proposed arbitration as a solution 
of their difficulties or submission 
of 
the dispute to the interstate 
commerce commission- 


This was the final answer given 
by the railroads to the men after 
nearly two weeks of discussion in 
joint conference with the brother- 
hood heads and probably means 
that a strike vote of the employes 
will be taken. The union leaders 
had declared that any compro- 
Hise would be rejected if it abol- 


ished double pay for two classes 
of service performed by the same 
employes. 
They said they were 
Avilling to compromise on the oth- 
er main issues. It is said that five 
weeks would be required to lake 
the strike vote and that when it 
was 
completed 
another 
confer- 
ence with the railway managers 
would be held before putting a 
strike into effect.

Eureka, Cal., June 16.—Tlie first boat 
away from the wrecked steamer Bear 
last night, upset and almost all of the 
thirty persons in it were drowned, ac- 
cording to Miss "Vera Adams, of Seat- 
tle, a survivor. 
Miss Adams was in 
the third boat which also upset. 
Most 
of the thirty occupants of her boat 
were rescued. 


Eureka, Cal., Jime 
15.—Five 
bodies 
have been recovereij from the steamer 
Rear, wrecked last night on Sugar Loaf 
rock. 
Two bot loads of survivors have 
(ome ashore, one boat ia reported try- 
ing' to land and the remaining passen- 
gers and crew are said to be aboard the 
tug Relief. 


The naval radio station on Goat is- 
land also reported today that the steam- 
er, Grace Dollar, was bringing to Eure- 
ka si.\ty-two passengers rescued from 
the Bear. 


Eureka, Calif., J\me 15.—Five bodies 
have thus far been recovered from the 
coastwise steamer Bear, of the San Fran- 
cisco and Portland Steamship company, 
wrecked last night in a fog on Sugar 
l.oaf rock, near Cape Mendocino. 


Two Americans Killed, Seven Wounded 
in Battle With Mexican Bandits Who 
Cross Rio Grande to Strike. 


Laredo, Texas, June 15.—One hundred 
Mexican 
bandits 
crossing 
the 
Rio 
Grande forty miles 
southeast of here, 
early today attacked the American bor- 
der patrol near San Ignacio, killing two 
and wounding five, according to reports 
sent to Fort Mcintosh over the field 
telephone. 


The Mexicans expected to find an in- 
significant 
detachment 
of 
Americana. 
Instead they were met by troops I and 
M of the 14th cavalry, 140 strong, un- 
der Major Alonzo 
Gray. 
They were 
hurled buck across the river, losing six 
dead and se\'eral wounded. 


The bandits first attacked troop M. 
Troop I, a short distance up the river, 
heard the shooting and hurried to the 
scene. 


Bandits Beat Retreat. 


The attackers soon lost heart, and re- 
treated southward along the river, keep- 
ing on the American side for some dis- 
tance before crossing back to Mexican 
soil. 


The attack began at 2 a. m. and the 
fightir 
lasted 
about 30 minutes. 
A 
bright moon lighted 
the 
scene." The 
Americans were 
only partly surprised. 
The Mexicans succeeded in making their 
way around to the rear of the patrol's 
camp. 
The first shot was fired at a 
sentry. 


The names of the dead soldiers were 
not reported to military

Laredo,

ton recommending that this city 
be placed under martial law, ac- 
cording to a 8e«ningly authored 
report thedr«. 


An effort is being made to secure an

Sev- 
eral other properties have been consid- 
ered, but the Randall and Beach prop- 
erties are looked upon with the great- 
est favor, it is understood, and if the 
same can be purchased at a reasonnblo 
figure it is not at all improbable that 
the new Y. M. C. A. building will be 
erected upon this site.

It was impossible to learn 
anything of the identity of the Mexi- 
cans here, other than they were merely 
"bandits." 
Those killed and wounded 
w^ere dressed in peon garb but were ex- 
ceptionally well armed. 


Eight Mexicans Killed. 
Word reached here later that one of 
the wounded Americans 
soldiers

through the head, had died.

Wilson Assails Movement to 
Secure Vengeance at 
the Polls. 


Washington, June 
15.—In 
straigbt- 
from-the-shouldcr 
fashion 
President 
Wilson yesterday gave notice of a tight 
with no quarter on those who 'ievicil 
political blaokmair' in this country :u 
the interest of foreign nations. 


It was a straight challenge to tho 
hyphenated elements that have organ- 
ized to encompass his defeat in Novem- 
ber. 
It was given in words that minced 
no meaning. 


Must Crush Disloyalty. 


"There is 
disloyalty active 
in 
tho 
United States and it must be abaokU.e- 
ly crushed," declared the ))resident. 
"It 
proceeds from a minority, a very small 
minority, but a very active aijd subtle 
minority. 
It works underground, but it 
also shows its ugly head where wc can 
see it; and there are those at this mo- 
ment who are trying to levj' a spccios 
of political blackmail, sayinp: 
'Do what 
we wish in the interest of foreign senti- 
ment or we will wreak vengeance at the 
polls.' 


"That is the sort of thing 
against 
which tho American 
nation will 
turn 
\»ith a might and triumph of sentiment 
which will teach these g»ntlemen once 
for all that loyalty to this flag is the 
first test of tolerance 
in 
the 
United 
States." 


The president was speaking as tlio 
climax of a day full of precedents for 
the nation's capital. 
There had 
just 
finished 
a unique demonstration—a pa- 
rade of 75,000 people, of whom many 


were heads of the government, in tha 
interests of preparedness. 
It was tho 
way Washington chose to observe Flag 
day. 


Must Not Disturb Loyalty. 


"Yon know that we are 
derived 
it 
our citizenship from every nation in thi 
world,'' said the president. 
It is not 
singular that sentiment should be dis- 
turbed by what is fcoing on on the othei 
side of tho water, but, while sentimeni 
may be disturbed, lovalty ought not to 
be. 


"I want to be scrupulously just, my 
fellow 
citizens, 
in 
assessing 
the 
cir- 
cumstani'cs of this day, and I am sure 
that you wish witli me to deal out with 
an even hand the priiise and the blame 
of this day of test. 


"I believe that the vast majority of 
those men who.««» lineage is directly de- 
rived from the nations now at war are 
just as loyal to the tlap; of the United 
States as any native citizen of this be- 
loved land, but there are some men of 
that extraction who are not, and they, 
not onh' in past months, hut at 
the 
present 
time, are doing their best 
to 
undermine the influence of the goveni- 
ment of the United States in the inter- 
est of matters whieh are foreign to us, 
and which are not derived from the ques- 
tions of our own politics." 


Here he gave his challenge to those 
who were urging 
foreign issues as a 
basis for domestic political activity. Tie 
spoke in an even, firm voice, but his 
hearers sensed 
tho 
solemnity 
of 
his 
statement and there was tense silence.

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The Democratic Keynote. 


The "KejTiote" speech has become a fixture in American 
politics, and ordinarily it is a perfunctory sort of performance to 
which nobody gives especial attention. It is a kind of oratorical fire- 
works display designed to give the proper sort of sendoff to the work 
of the campaign. We have come to look to the temporary chairman of 
the national conventions as a part of the scenery or as the of- 
ficial announcer—necessary, perhaps, but not really a part of the real 
performance, and we are unusually anxious to have him conclude his 
effort and get out of the way for the main doings. This year, how- 
ever, the tense political situation has invested the keynoter with a 
new dignity and a new importance. We are inclined to accord to him 
a higher position in the political scheme, to accept him at his own 
valuation and to concede that, perhaps, he possesses some real worth 
as the pointcr-of-the-way. 


It is this condition that serves to direct unusual attention to the 
address of Ex-Governor Glynn, of New York, as temporary chair- 
man of the democratic convention at St. Louis. It was an unusual ad- 
dress that thrilled its hearers, that covered a wide range of political 
issues, and that sought to impress itself by argument without abuse. 
It was not only a masterful defense of the president's course, but it 
demonstrated that behind the president's actions has been the prece- 
dent of American history. Mr. Wilson's opponents of large and small 
calibre have been caustic in their criticism, loudwn their complaints 
and vehement in their denunciation, but they have not taken pains to 
rise above mere carping. Whatever he has done should not have been 
done, or at least should have been done in different fashion. 
They 
are against him because they are against him, and that to them is rea- 
son all-sufficient. A great deal of this assault was shattered by Mr. 
Glynn's skilled analysis. 


/Americanism and peace, preparedness and prosperity" is the 
slogan which the New York man coined for democracy in the present 
campaign. 
It embodies in six words about all the essentials in the 
fight for political control of the country during the next four years. 
It is a platform of principle and of action eminently worthy of the 
sanction of the American people. Mr. Glynn's keynote was clear and 
resonant. It will continue to echo again and again during the com- 
mg months. 


The various suggestions, following the success of the centennial 
pageant, for an annual event of festival character in Fort Wayne, 
are receiving widespread attention, and they aré worthy of it. Out 
of the many ideas advanced for a pageant, an exposition, a fall festi- 
val and a home-coming week will doubtless come something to which 
Fort Wayne can address herself with pleasure and with profit. By 
all means, however, let whatever is done keep far away from the 
street fair, the street carnival and other cheap and tawdry under- 
takings of this character. It might well develop that, in the^settled 
weather of a later season each year, Fort Wayne might evolve an 
annual event that would rise to the dignity of a civic institution of 
high class, worthy of universal support and sufficiently good to attract 
popular enthusiasm. At least let the matter be given thorough consid- 
eration. 


The first class of graduates has just completed the course of in- 
struction in the Fort Wayne vocational school for girls, and the initial 
diplomas in this branch of educational endeavor have been conferred 
upon two young ladies. This is but a start in a splendid work that 
will grow in magnitude and in influence with the years that are to 
come. 
Vocational educatiop is beyond question a fixture in school 
work in this state, and Fort Wayne's development along this line will 
be found equal to the very best in .Indiana.

daybreak showed signs of breaking up. 


The sea was calm and there was but 
little wind when 
the 
passengers 
and 
crcw took to the boats. 
Later a heavy 
swell started 
to run 
and 
the

freshened. 
Sugar Loaf rpek juts out of 
the sea at the outermost end of a long 
ledge of rocks known as Blunts Reef, 
wliich extends out from Cape Mondocino 
for about five miles. 
Within the past 
twenty years a dozen boats have been 
piled upon the rocks of the reef 
with 
thp loss of many lives. 
The Bear was 
bound south from Portland, Oregon, for 
San Francisco, carrying 119 passengers 
fnr San Francisco and Los Angeles. The

tests in the last two decades our party 
came as a prophet. 
Today we come with 
deeds, not words; with performance not 
i.romise. 
The democratic party has kept 
its word with the American people, ^\e 
have made good."

The chairman reviewed at length the 
legislative record of the administration 
and eulogized the president for his di- 
rection of foreign affairs. 
The demo- 
crats, he said, had enacted a tariff law 
under which monopolies were curbcd and 
unexampled prosperity attained; a bank- 
ing law taking the money control out 
of the hands of an oligarchy and mak- 
ing panics no longer possible; and many 
reform measures of lesser importance. 
Neither Bullies Nor Fears. 
He declared President Wilson's Mex- 
ican policy and his coursc in protecting 
American 
rights against the 
encroach- 
ments 
of 
European 
belligerents 
had 
shown all the world that the president 
'neither bullies the weak nor fears the 
strong." 


In a concluding appeal for the triumph 
of patriotism above 
politics, 
Senator 
James said the renomination of such a 
{iresident in partisan convention ought 
not to be ncces.sary, and that to dis- 
credit him might palsy the hand 
that 
could 
write 
the 
peace treaty 
of 
the 
world. 


At 
the outset the 
senator 
referred 
briefly to President Wilson's campaign 
against lobbying in congress and point- 
ed out that 
under this 
administration 
the constitution had been amended for 
the first time since the Civil war when 
"we feared the senate from the control 
of 
the 
great 
interests by 
making 
it 
elective by the people at the polls." He 
then eulogized the Underwood-Simmons 
tariff act as one of which the party was 
justly proud. 


Fosters No Monopoly. 


"Not a schedule in it fosters a mon- 
opoly," he said. 
"Our republican friends 
told us it would close the factories, fill 
the streets with idle men, produce a 
panic, create soup houses and distresíí 
would reign everywhere; but we rejoice 
today to point to an unexampled pros- 
perity in the nation with labor 
more 
generally employed, 
at 
higher 
rates, 
shorter 
hours, 
and better 
conditions 
than ever before. Our republican friends 
tell us that after the war is over poor, 
stricken, prostrate, torn, bleeding 
Eu- 
rope will take our home market from 
us, 
I have no such fear. 
America is 
going to take the markets of the world. 
But we shall cut from them the

hope of having even a false issue, for

conditions." 


Turning 
to the 
federal reserve law, 
Senator 
James declared 
that it 
alone 
averted a panic at the outbreak of the 
European war. 


"What would have been the result if 
the old republican system had bwn in 
effect?" he asked. "The stock exchanges 
in every city in the world were closed. 
Europe poiired 
¡t.-^ 
vast 
holdings 
in 
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plethargic streams upon our shores. Who 
tliinks that the old republican 
system 
of fipance under the guidance of those 
patriotic guardians would have been able 
to withstand this

cataclysm? 
But what was the result? 
Not a bank 
closed its 
doors; 
not a laborer was 
thrown out of employment; not a busi- 
ness was forced into bankruptcy;

there stood strong, serving the masses

mankind,

democratic 
party. 
As the maWer achievement of Woodrow 
Wilson, to my mind, next to kee'ping 
a hundred million people at peace with 
the world, the historian will record the 
federal reserve law." 


•Preparedness; Not Militarisni. 
Declaring that "self defense and pre- 
paration for it is as necessary now as 
ever 
before," the 
speaker 
pointed 
to 
the administration's 
preparedness 
pro- 
gram as a proof that the party believed 
in "preparedness without militarism." 


"In 1906," he continued, "I attended 
the great peace conference held in Lon- 
don. 
I thought that the inillenium of 
peace had come and such a thing as 
the 
world's 
war 
was 
impossible, 
but 
that day when the-Chrislian. heart „shall 
rule the world is not in sight. We must 
not mistake dishonor for peace, as •«e 
cannot 
mistake 
oppression 
for 
peace. 
Woodrow 
Wilson &nd the 
democratic 
party advocates an army big etiough to 
make aggressors think the second time 
before they strike a blow. 
Democracy 
wants an army and a navy in keeping 
with the dignity, preservation and worth 
of this great republic. 
We do not want 
a foot of anybody else's soil and, by the 
eternal God, they shall not take a foot 
of ours. 


"During this administration we have 
done more to build up aii army 
and 
navy in three years ihan the republi- 
can party did in foi\v years of its ex- 
istence. 
More has been done to give 
the American people a navy and arm.y 
in three months than Col. Roosevelt and 
Mr. Taft did in eleven years." 


The Republican Declaration. 
Senator James spoke of the republi- 
can platform declaration for "a continu- 
ous policy of national defense," declar- 
ing that only two propositions for a 
continuous policy ever had been made 
in American history, one by the general 
hoard of the navy in 1903, which was 
pigeon-holed b.y a republican 
secretary 
of the navy, and the other by Presi- 
dent Wilson in his address to congress 
last December. 


"But what happened when this mat- 
ter was under consideration in the naval 
affairs committee of the house?" con- 
tinued the senator. 
"Every republican 
member on the committee decided to op- 
pose the president's 
'continuous

giam' and would vote for no program 
longer than

sixteen 
years of failure, even to let the public

The republican 
plank, 
declaring for 
"an effective system of rural credits aa 
opposed to the ineffective law proposed 
by the present democratic administni- 
tion," was assailed by Senator 
James, 
who declared that almost every repub- 
lican in the house and senate had voted 
for the administration's rural credit bill 
and that none had charged that it w;ts 
ineffective or had proposed 
a 
substi- 
tute. 


The senator also replied to republi- 
can criticism 
of the 
administration's 
shipping bill, which he declared 
wout'l 
have given the United States an ade- 
quate merchant marine by now had it 
not been killed at the last session of 
congress by a republican 
filibuster. 


Made Prosperity 
Possible. 
"For the first time in the history of 
our country," said Senator James, after 
reviewing briefly democratic legislation 
which he declared had made prosperity 
possible, "the United States leads the 
world in exports. 
We are more pros 
porous than ever, and mills which have 
not turned a spindle for years are now 
busy. 
All the laborers of the United 
States arc employed as never 
befoio 
With the wprld-v.-ar raging, our countrv 
is the only neuifal one that is not 
distress and the only one that has not 
declared a moratorium. 
Every demand 
of the stress 
of''war 
the democratic 
party has met quickly. 
We have freed 
business from the blackmail of the pol- 
itician as we have emancipated it from 
the clutch of monopoly." 


The senator likened President 
Wil- 
son's Mexican policy to that of Lincoln, 
and quoted from a, declaration of 
the 
latter to show that he had declinod tc 
intervene 
when 
"niditions 
were 
much 
the same as now. 


'It is a perfectly easy thing," he con 
tinned, "for the president of the United 
States to plunge his country into war

COUNTY TRIP IS 


MOST INTERESTING 


THE FOET WAYNE 
SENTINELi 


Visitors See Modem Farm 
Life at Its Best in 
Allen County. 


That the Allen county farmer's wife 
is keeping step with her husband in 
the matter of efficiency and mechanical 
devices in making farm life pleasanter 
and farm work less difflcutt, was proven 
to the 250 tourists who covered the 
northeastern 
portion 
of the county 
Wednesday with County Agent Clarence 
Henry, visiting farm homes and inves- 
tigating conditions. 


For many years the Indiana farmer 
has prided himself 
upon his splendid 
equipment for doing tlie work in his 
fields, on his roads, and about his barns, 
but in the old days Mrs. Farmer had to 
po right on using the same antiquated 
equipment that her grandmother 
used. 
But recently there has been a change. 


Rural domestic 
science has replaced 
farmhouse drudgery in so many cases, 
that the A-isitors and especially the few 
city men and women wlio went along 
marveled at the change that a few years 
has made. 


The country gentleman and his wife 
have just the same conveniences 
that 
the city house has—if he wants 
them. 
The farms 
visited 
Wednesday were 
farms on which the owners wanted to 
be progressive, and except for the fact 
that there was fresh air, eggs and nat- 
ural complexions, one would have imag- 
ined he was in a city residence. 


The first farm on the route was that 
of Albert J. Black, 
on the Maysville 
road. 
Here was a house nearly sixty 
years old, built in the days when four 
inch 
pieces 
were 
four 
inches 
thick, 
Fpread over the lawn like a mastif, with 
its nose resting on its paws. 
County 
Agent Clarence Henry talked to the oc- 
cupants of the forty-seven 
machines 
that drove up into the front yard. 


Mr. Henry welcomed the visitors, and 
outlined the plan for the two-day trip. 
He explained 
that 
the farm homes 
which the party was to visit might not 
fee model homes in every respect, but 
^fach had its good points, its virtues, and 
the=e Avould be 
pointed out and ex- 
plained in such a manner as to give 
every woman an idea of how to utilize 
them in her home. 


At the Black farm, first Mr. Black 
to]d how his old house had been so 
colvt in winter, that he had to make 
changes, but that the building was so 
splendidly and rigidly constructed that 
he could not allow himself to tear it 
down. 


So at a small expense he bought metal 
Jath pnd put a concrete covering on it, 
nnd his home now is new and trim in 
Bppearance, like iron in wearing quality, 
End is snug and warm and comfortable 
w-hen the north winds of winter blow 
down across the fields. 


^Irp. Charles Sowoll then addressed 
the women in the party. 
She told of 
the political conventions at which men 
got together to accomplish some definite 
things. 
She discussed the gi-pat meet- 
ing of club women in New York city 
with the results which naturally would 
ioj,low. Then Mrs. Kewell told the farm 
women that the way they could im- 
prove conditions and accomplish reform:' 
in their methoda of work and modes of 
living was to get together on "^uch oc- 
casions as the present one and give and 
take, and profit by the experiences of 
each other. 


T. A. Coleman, director of the county 
agents of the state, spoke briefly at 
the Black home and then the party 
went on several miles to the farnj of 
Henry Kurtz, where landscape garden- 
iiig has been practiced in laying out the 
beautiful home grounds. 


A. J. Dtirham, an expert from Pur- 
due, talked on landscape gardening, anil 
when he fini.shed, had made 
several 
friends for the lawn heautification move- 
ment. He explained that landscape gard- 
ening did not require either teniper- 
nient or education, 
and that it wa.> 
merely the science 
of 
usin,i common 
Kcnse in laying out the grounJn. Ho 
plained the inadvisability of chopping 
the lawn into little flower beds and the 
better types of plants and shrubs. He 
discussed the screening of unsightly ob- 
jects with trees and the permitting of 
T)retty landscape vistas to be unbroken 
by early shrubs and trees. 


Miss Roberta McNiel, of Purdue, told 
the women how to make jam and put 
up vegetables without losing cither their 
tempers or their respect for food. She 
had with her several life and labor sav- 
ing devices for the kitchen on the farm, 
and she told the wives how to use them 
and the husbands to get them for the 
wives. 
Miss McNiel isn't a bit strong 
for the kitchen table of the type whicn 
predominates, and says that it is what 
makes women round shouldered. She 
believes in a table of common sense, one 
high enough not to inconvenience the 
women who work at it. 


A Moist Lunch. 


The next stop was at the Wertz farm, 
and here the party ate lunch, sitting in 
the automobiles and dodging the rain. 
After the' downpour had stopped, the 
party listened to talks by Miss Anna 
K. Ward, of the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture. 
Mrs. Sewell talked 
here again, and the party went to t^c 
farm of William Driver and son, where 
they went through the electric light and 
power plant Mr. Driver has installed, 
and G. I. Christie, of Purdue, addressed 
the crowds.

Chicago, June 15.—That the $100,000 
libel suit of the Chattanooga Medicine 
company against the American Medical 
association will be in the hands of the 
jury before the end of the day was the 
opinion of both sides.

$.'500,000. Of this amount $200,000 was 
asked in a personal libel suit brought by 
John A. Patten. 
Mr. Patten died her(! 
during the trial and his suit, of neces- 
sity, was dropped.

by Willard L. A. Savage, a prisoner in 
the Auburn, Ind., jail. 


Savage, who hails from Sioux City, 
Iowa, said "he had stolen thirty nu".- 
cliines since January. He named a do>.- 
en other men wlio, he said, averaged 
about the same number. He said he was 
inveigled into the business by two niei 
whom he termed fences, and he repeat- 
ed the frequently published .story of au- 
tomobiles being stolen to order. 


Savage said the principal fence lives 
at a Chicago hotel and occupies an office 
in brokers" row on LaSalle street. The 
key to the place in which the stolen 
autos are kept is held by the heau 
waiter of a loop hotel, to whom the dif- 
ferent thieves have to appl.y before t.-ey 
can store a newly stolen car or remove 
one from stock, he said.

"Let me say to you that if you ever 
call me a 'stiff' I'll paste that nose 
clear around on the back of your head.

The affair g^rew out of the publication 
in a noon edition of a newspaper of 
what President Bayer declared was an 
untruthful version of a controversy with 
traflRc officers both at Calhoun and Berry 
streets and the transfer corner, about 6 
o'clock Wednesday evening. 


President 
Bayer voiced his 
protest 
Avith consider.ibio pasison, but kept his 
temper under control and his language 
moderated. 
Two or three times Chief 
Lenz assured President Bayer that he 
v.-ould "paste his nose on the back of 
his head" if he called him "a stiff," and 
when he arose from his chair and push- 
ed the council head from the office, was 
menacing. 


President Bayer had called at police 
headquarters to protest to Chief Lenz 
that he had not conducted himself in 
an unseemly manner, had not used pro- 
fane language in speaking to the of- 
ficers and had not applied to them the 
epithet of "stiff." 


Chief Lenz asserted 
that 
President 
Bayer had termed the officers "stiffs" in 
speaking to him over 
the 
telephone, 
Wednesday night. 
Bayer was firm in 
his denial and that led to the police 
passing what was almost the lie direct. 


The affair had its beginning when 
President 
Bayer, 
Wednesday 
evening, 
drove his Rutomobile'to turn into and 
out of Calhoun street at Berry and Main 
streets, where 
the 
rule of 
"straight 
traffic" is a regulation the police depart- 
ment is tryin gto enforce. He was called 
by officers at both points and was re- 
ported to Chief Lenz as having used pro- 
fanity to Traffic Officer Lauer at the 
transfer comer.

FINDS V0UII6 CliOWS 
lASTYJi SOURCE 


Grerman Scientist Reports 
Some Experience in 
the Field. 


Frankfort, Oermany, May 30.—(Cor- 
lespondence of the Associated Press.) — 
From experiences in the field in Rus- 
sia, Dr. Adolf Schnee is convinced, and 
has suggested to the Herman govern- 
ment, that young crows are a tasty ami 
valuable source of food and that the old, 
tough birds that follow the armies by 
the tens of thousands arc a plentirni 
source of fat that (^n ba used in mak- 
intj soap, if not in" preparinsi food for 
human beings^ 


Di". Schnee suggests therefore thac 
crow huntintj be begun systematically, 
after the government 
has been co.i- 
vinced of the correctness of his views, 
and after experts ha\-e determined just 
how crow fat can be pu-ified, arid to 
jiist what purposes it can be put after 
being adulterated or added to other und 
scarcer fats. 


During the months of Mav. June and 
Julj', Dr. Schnee .says, the young 'setd 
crows" are practically plentiful and ten- 
der. In the throe months following the 
same birds, or still older ones, abound 
more than at any other time in fat. 


Under the skin of each oird, he b<'s 
found, there are layers of fat of a par- 
ticularly desirable character—whii-h is 
much used by the Russian p^as-anta. in 
addition the organs of the birds are .«sur- 
rounded by fat which differs uiurely in 
color and smell fron: the fat of ullier 
animals that is regularly u.serl. 


From a. full grown crosv tliero can Ijv 
obtained, he says, from 8') to I.IO gr.iin. 
of fat, or an average pjrhaps of 100 
kilograms from every 100 bird.^. 
Put 
through the 
ordinary 
processc-;, this 
yields some seven or eight kilograms of 
lard, which is much in use in Russian 
peasant circles. 


Even the m<^at of the old crows is 
edible, says Dr. Schnee, if it is put 
through a pickling process of somj f«iur 
to six weeks, with onions, and tl^-ii 
served with a kind of cabbage. In taste 
it is similar to pickled wild boar. 
Dr. 
Schnee suggests the creation of hunting 
parties chosen by the government 
to 
patrol behind the lines in the east, send- 
ing back to experts the crows they siidot 
to be "de-fatted" and piokied.

To the average individual m the mod- 
ern civilized community, with its various 
opportunities and limitations, there is 
good reason to believe that a proper 
amount of sleep is the chief health con- 
server. 


All about us, life, both animate and 
inanimate, obeys the laws of nature 
and pdsscs into some form resembling 
sleep, usually while the sun is beneath 
the horizon. 


Authorities on health 
and hygiene 
point out more and mofe the need of 
securing at least eight consecutive hollr% 
of sleep. 
Where this -cannot be done 
as a routine, day after day, they advise 
that the proper ailiount of sleep be made 
up some time during the 24 hours. 


The universal practice of this policy 
no doubt would do more than any other 
Kinglc factor to promote health and pre- 
vent disease.

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METHOD OF MILK PASTEURIZATION 


There Is no vAlid objection to pas- 
teurization when properly 
performed 
and 
the 
process 
makes 
safer 
even 
the most carefully handled 
and 
in- 
spected milk. 
It seems probable that 
within 
the 
next 
two years 
a 
large 
proportion of the milk supply in the 
large cities will be pasteurized. 
There 
Is already a mark«d tendency in this 
'direction. 
About ten years ago only 
§ per cent of the milk supply of New 
T o r k 
City 
vrera 
pasteurized. 
Two 
years ago 88 per cent was treated in 
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'^'ash Sink Arranged for t h e Pasteup- 
Ization of ]Milk. 


this way. 
At the present time 80 per 
cent of the milk supply of Boston is 
pasteurized, and there are correspond- 
ing increases in many of the smaller 
cities. 


Before the value of 
pasteurization 
^s a hygienic measure was as well 
recognized as it is today, it was prac- 
ticed in secret by a number of milk 
dealers as a means of preserving milk 
and preventing it f r o m souring. 
Its 
commercial 
value in this 
respect 
Is 
undoubtedly great, but its chief func- 
tion is the destruction of disease-pro- 
ducing organisms. 
Proper pasteuriza- 
tion should destroy about 99 per cent 
of all the bacteria in the milk, 
al- 
though when the bacterial count of 
the raw milk Is low the reduction m a y 
be somewhat smaller. 
The efficiency 
of the process, it is pointed out, can 
not be based 
on the per 
cent, 
but 
rather on the character of the bacteria 
destroyed. 


The kinds of bacteria that remain 
alive after pasteurization 
depend 
on 
thp temperature to which the milk is 
heated 
and 
the species 
of 
bacteria 
which are in the raw milk. 
Three 
procf'sses of pasteurization, known re- 
Bpf.-iively as 
the 
flash 
process, 
the 
hol'lf-r process and pasteurization 
in 
thf- bottle, are now practised in this 
country. 
In the flash process the milk 
Is raised- quickly to a temperature of 
about 160 degrees F. or more, 
held 
there for from 30 seconds to a minute, 
and then cooled quickly. In the holder 
process the milk is heated to a tem- 
perature of from 140 degrees to 150 
degrees F. and held there for half an 
hour. 
When pasteurization in bottles 
Is practised, the raw milk Is put into 
bottles 
with 
water-tight 
seal 
caps. 


which are Immersed in hot water and 
held for f r o m 20 to 30 minutes at a 
temperature 
of 
145 degrees P. 
In 
this way the pasteurized milk is not 
subjected to any danger of reinfection. 
On the other hand, the seal caps must 
be absolutely tight and this Invo'lves 
increased cost. 
In general. It may be 
said that the holder process is coming 
into greater favor than either of the 
others. 
This process permits of 
the 
use of lower temperatures which, for 
various reasons, is highly 
desirable. 
Another method of pasteurization, or 
rather a modification of the 
present 
holder process, is that of bottling hot 
pasteurized 
milk. 
The process 
con- 
sists 
of 
pasteurizing 
milk 
by 
the 
holder process at 145 degrees F. for 
30 
minutes, 
then 
bottling 
It 
while 
hot in hot bottles steamed for 2 min- 
utes imifiedlately before 
filling. 
After 
filling, the bottles are capped and may 
be cooled by any of the systems In 
which the caps are protected. 
The 
bottles 
a r e 
sprayed 
with 
water 
or 
cooled by forced-air circulation. 


When milk is held at 145 degrees F. 
for 30 minutes, all the 
disease-pro- 
ducing 
bacteria, 
so f a r 
as 
can 
be 
ascertained, are completely destroyed. 
At the same time a larger percentage 
of the bacteria t h a t cause 
' 
to 
sour 
and 
a 
smaller 
percer 
those that cause It to rot are 1>- 
i 


when

ployed. 
Pasteurized 
at a low 
tem- 
perature, milk undergoes no 
change 
which 
affects Its nutritive value 
or 
its digestibility. 
Subjection to a tem- 
perature 
of 
150 
degrees 
or 
mor3. 
however, does result in certain chem- 
ical changes. 
Finally, 
pasteurization 
at 
low 
temperatures 
is 
more 
eco- 
nomical because the expense of heat- 
ing and cooling Is less. 


This, of course, does not mean that 
Insufficient paste^urlzatlon should ever 
be tolerated. 
As^a matter of fact, the 
process of pasteurization Is frequently 
performed 
improperly. 
F o r 
the 
holder process, 140 degrees F. Is the 
point 
at 
which 
investigations 
have 
shown that disease-producing bacteria 
a r e killed, but in practice it Is ad- 
visable to use a temperature 
several 
degrees above this minimum of safety. 
When the 
flash 
process is used, 
in- 
vestigation has shown that very m a n y 
dealers fail to heat 
the milk 
to 
a 
sufficiently high 
temperature. 
This 
appears to be another a r g u m e n t for 
the use of the holder process, although 
conditions in this respect are said to 
have been Improved greatly In recent 
years. 


Another common defect In the proc- 
ess of pasteurization Is carelessness in 
the handling of the milk after it has 
been treated. 
As has been said 
al- 
ready, this is one reason why pasteur- 
ization in bottles Is advocated. 
One 
false step in handling the milk after 
it has beön pasteurized will undo all 
the good effects of the process. 
The 
milk should be cooled as rapidly as 
possible to about 40 degrees P. and 
kept 
at 
that 
temperature 
until 
de- 
livered. 
If this Is done, there is only 
a slight bacterial increase during the 
first 
2 4 hours. 
It has been held by 
some Investigators that bacteria grow 
faster in pasteurized milk than in raw 
milk. 
This point, however, has never 
been thoroughly established and other 
Investigations indicate that the 
rate 
of Increase is approximately the same. 


SOUTHERN FARMHOUSE FOR A SMALL FAMILY 


A Southern farmhouse for a small 
family h a s been prepared In the Office 
of Public Roads and Rural Engineer- 
ing of the Department of Agriculture. 
The plan was developed after exten- 
sive surveys In the South to determine 
the household needs of families with 
reference to local agriculture, climate, 
and domestic help. 
The aim primarily 
is to provide: 
(a) A cool and 
con- 
venient kitchen and dining room for 
the housewife; (b) bedrooms and liv- 
ing room with the best exposure; (c) 
facilities for 
outdoor 
sleeping; 
and 
(d) an easily heated house, coob In 
summer and yet with sunny rooms in 
winter. 
The 
materials selected 
are 
those commonly 
used in the 
South. 
Local builders should have no diffi- 
culty In carrying out the plans. 


With the house facing south, 
the 
living room and bedrooms will have 
the advantage of the prevailing sum- 
mer winds, which, generally through- 
out the South, are f r o m the south or 
southwest. 
Where 
the 
prevailing 
winds vary f r o m the usual 
direction 
the plan can be reversed if desired, 
or the house so placed that It will 
have the proper relation to the sum- 
mer breezes. 


The arrangement 
of 
dining 
room 
and kitchen constitutes the chief fea- 
ture of the plan. 
The china closet, 
opening 
into 
both 
rooms, 
saves 
a 
great many steps between the kitchen 
and the dining room. 
The clearing up 
after meals can be accomplished with 
a very few steps, dishes being passed 
through 
on the wide counter 
shelf, 
washed at the sink, drained, and re- 
turned to the china closet, where they 
are available f r o m either side. 


The kitchen is small, well lighted, con- 
veniently arranged, and cool, by rea- 
son of the facts that the range is In a 
separate room and the windows 
on 
opposite sides permit a cross draft. 
The distance f r o m the range to the 
other 
fixtures 
is no greater than In 
most f a r m kitchens; and, if It were, 
the extra step or two would not offset 
the marked advantage of coolness of 
the workroom T/here the greater part 
of the kitchen work is done. 
This is 
a 
matter 
of 
considerable 
moment, 
since so many f a r m wives in the South 
are now doing their own housework. 


Floor Plan. 


The cookroom ceiling has a 
large 
opening which permits the heat and 
cooking 
odors to escape through 
a 
ventilator 
in 
the 
gable. 
Near 
the 
stove, to give light and air, is a double- 
casement window. 
A grated opening 
near the floor, In the wall between the 
cookroom 
and 
the 
kitchen 
closet, 
draws air f r o m below the floor and 
promotes 
circulation 
f r o m the 
floor 
upward and helps to keep the lower 
part of the room cool. 
In winter. If 
it Is desired to keep the heat in the 
house,^ythe door 
between 
the 
cook- 
room and kitchen can be kept 
open 
and the ventilator and grating closed 
when not needed to carry off odors. 
The separate and well-ventllated cook- 
room "will Insure a dining-room which 
is cool and free f r o m odors. 


The fuel room, filled f r o m outside, 
is right at hand, obviating the neces- 
sity of carrying In fuel every day. 


The bathroom Is readily accessible 
from all parts of the house, and c n 
be used for washing up by the men of 
the family coming from barn or 
fields 
without going through other 
rooms. 
The closet on the rear gallery im in- 


tended for boots, rubber coats, 
etc. 
As this house was designed to meet 
conditions prevailing In the South, no 
provision -was made for the washing 
up of the farm hands, who, as a rule, 
have their own quarters. 


Instead of open 
fireplaces 
for heat- 
ing purposes, the drawings for 
this 
house provide for a hot-air f u r n a c e 
Installed In a pit beneath the 
bath- 
room. 
The cost of Installation would 
not greatly exceed that of the 
two 
chimneys, 
with 
two open 
fireplaces 
each, which 
would 
be necessary 
to 
heat all the rooms. 
The upkeep would 
be less and the efficiency and comfort 
f a r In excess of that afforded by open 
fireplaces. 
If 
the 
situation 
Is 
low, 
with water near the surface, the house 
can be raised higher f r o m the ground 
and the pit carried down but 3 feet 
or so. 
It should be built of concrete 
and made waterproof. 
Space for fuel 
storage Is provided under the rear gal- 
lery, and there is a vegetable cellar 
under the kitchen. 


There Is less front gallery to this 
house than in most southern 
f a r m - 
houses. 
The reason fer this is that, 
while galleries add to the coolness of 
a house In summer, they keep 
the 
winter 
sun 
out, 
making 
the 
house 
damp, cold, and cheerless. 
Extensive 
galleries 
add 
to 
the 
housekeeper's 
work. 
If a house h a s wide eaves and 
good roof ventilation and Is placed so 
that It Is partly shaded by trees, the 
same beneficial effect afforded by gal- 
leries is had in the summertime, while 
in winter the sun will penetrate each 
room at some time of the day. 
The 
s u m m e r temperature within a house Is 
largely Influenced by the presence of 
near-by trees, which, even If they do 
not 
shade 
the 
building, 
prevent 
or 
lessen radiation f r o m the ground. The 
plan, however, does provide a 
com- 
fortable front gallery, and the sleeping 
porch can also be used as an outside 
sitting room. 
Two sleeping compart- 
ments can be provided on this porch 
by using a movable partition or screen.

THE PROE^LEM OF FENCING THE FARM 


B y N. H. HUMPHKETP. 
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An Attractive and Comfortable Farm Houses 


The question 
of fencing was 
not 
considered a problem by^ the pioneer 
farmer. 
Timber was abundant 
and 
cheap, as was also the necessary labor 
required to work It up In the form 
of fences. 
Land was relatively plenti- 
ful and cheap, and It did not matter 
so much If rail fences and hedgerows 
did occupy considerable qt It. 
Slnco 
pioneer days, however, farming condi- 
tions have undergone a radical change. 
At the same time the mode of fencing 
farms has undergone 
an 
evolution, 
this evolution at all times 
keeping 
pace with the changing farming con- 
ditions and adapting Itself to them as 
best as It could. 
Thus has come the 
transition from early agricultural con- 
ditions, with its cheap land, plentiful 
timber supply, and rail fences, to the 
farming of the present day. with high 
land values and a scarce and ever- 
decreasing 
supply 
of 
timber. 
The 
present-day farmer does not have at 
his disposal an almost unlimited sup- 
ply of high-grade timber and labor 
with which to build fences, and 
he 
must Incur a big outlay of money In 
securing the necessary materials and 
labor. 
To him the matter of fencing 
his farm suitably 
and 
economically 
has become a problem. 


The relation of f a r m fences to the 
economics 
of 
f a r m i n g 
has 
received 
very little attention In this country— 
f a r less than 
Its Importance 
would 
seem to justify. 
Therefore a careful 
study has been conducted In twelve 
of the north central states—Michigan, 
Ohio, 
Indiana, 
Illinois, 
Wisconsin, 
Missouri, Iowa, Minnesota, ''Oklahoma, 
Kansas, Nebraska, and North Dakota 
— a n area where fences are Indlspensl- 
ble, 
and 
the 
following 
information 
gained: 


The 
large 
f a r m 
requires 
propor- 
tionately 
less fence than 
the 
small 
one, and the ratio of fence required 
to the acre decreases In proportion to 
the Increase In size of f a r m up to a 
certain limit. 


Stone, hedge, and the different types 
of wooden fences were desirable 
at 
the 
time 
they were 
first 
built, 
but 
changing 
economic 
conditions 
m a k e 
them 
impracticable 
at 
the 
present 
time, and they are being replaced with 
wire fencing. 


The best kind of wire fencing to 
erect 
depends 
on 
the 
purpose 
for 
which the fence Is used. 
On a f a r m 
where mixed types of live stock 
are 
kept, 
a 
general-purpose 
woven-wire 
fabric Is needed. 
If only cattle and 
horses are to be pastured, a coarser 
and less expensive woven fence can be 
used. 
When fencing Is needed to In- 
close extensive pastures where 
only 
cattle or horses are to be kept 
the 
excessive cost of a woven-wire fence 
would not m a k e Its use desirable, for 
losses to stock by Injury on 
barbed 
wire would not be large enough 
to 
counterbalance the difference in the 
cost of maintaining the two different 
kinds of fences. 
This applies to the 
extensive f a r m i n g areas of the West. 


It Is economy to use a heavy grade 
of 
woven-wlre 
fabric. 
The cost of 
woven wire is based upon its weight, 
and a reduction In cost may be ob- 
tained by using a style of fencing that 
has the wires spaced only as close to- 
gether as Is needed to meet the re- 
quirements. 
It is false economy 
to 


reduce the first cost of the fenc« bf 
using a light grade of wire. 


Cheaply constructed wire fences ar» 
expensive to keep In repair. 
Wooden 
and hedge fences require a large an« 
nual 
expenditure 
to 
keep 
them 
la 
shape. 


Worm-rail and hedge fences occupy 
much more ground space than do ths 
other types of fence In use in the area 
studied. 
Stone 
fences 
also 
occupy 
much ground.

The following rules for shippers. If 
practiced, will prevent cracks:

See that the partition Is ex- 
actly In the center. 


(2) 
Use "medium," "3-pound," or 
"No. 1" 
fillers 
and 
flats.

Be sure that they are new, and 
that the tips are not bent or softened. 


HOW TO LESSEN HEAVY LOSSES FROM CRACKED EGGS. 


tt Is Estimated That One of Every Ten Eggs Gets Cracked or Mashed or Becomes a "Leaker" Between the Hen 


and the Consumer. 


Cracked eggs are the cause of great 
trouble and loss to the egg industry 
f r o m producer 
to consumer. 
Every 
time an egg is handled on the f a r m 
or elsewhere it is likely to get shell 
flamage. 
Occasionally the hen cracks an 
•irg, but that is seldom. 
The f a r m e r 
•racks some on the farm, and by the 
t i m e he has hauled them to the country 
ttore or to the shipper 
investigators 
find that approximately 4 per cent are 
cracked and one-tenth of 1 per cent 
mashed 
or leaking. 
If the 
country 
storekeeper 
rehandles the 
eggs 
and 
hauls them to the egg shipper, 
the 
n u m b e r of cracked eggs is increased 
to 
about 
6 per 
cent. 
In 
addition, 
three-tenths of 1 per cent are mashed 
eggs or leakers that must be thrown 
out. 
If, however, the country store- 
keeper sends the cases of eggs to a 
near-by shipper by local freight, the 
total of cracked eggs has risen at the 
end of the Journey to approximately 
7 per cent, and 1 per cent more are 
mashed 
or 
leaking. 
The 
damage 
when eggs reach the big cities after 
a 
haul of 1,000 miles or more 
will 
depend upon the quality of the egg 
packing, the way the lot is placed In 
the 
car, 
and 
the 
way 
the 
railroad 
kauls the car, especially when switch- 
ing. 
When the eggs are shipped 
in 
Cftr lots and both shippers and carriers 
do their work well, transit damage is 
kept down to as little as 1 per cent. 
Including cracked, mashed, and leak- 
ing eggs. 


Approximately one egg In two cases 
gets mashed or becomes a leaker on 
the railroad trip. 
But when eggs r - e 
shipped 
in 
less 
than 
car 
lots, 
the 
transit damage is generally multiplied 
many times. 
The total damage from 


Excelsior Buffling Improperly Used, 
Increases Rather Than Prevents E g g 
Breakage in the Case and Distributes 
Pressure Unevenly on the Top Layer. 


At least five times as many eggs break 
in fillers that have been used as when 
they are new and 
firm. 


(3) 
Never 
fall 
to 
put 
excelsior, 
cork shavings, or the little 
"quarter 
filler" 
In the bottom of the case so 
that the eggs will have an even cushion 
under them; and be sure to spread 
excelsior 
evenly 
and 
plentiful 
over 
the top flat, or put in a 
corrugated 
board In place of the excelsior. 
The 
top layer has generally twice as many 
eggs 
broken 
In transit 
as has 
any 
other layer In the case. 


(4) 
Be sure the lid is put on the 
case so that It fits and Is on straight. 
In nailing the lid down see that the 
'3-penny, cement-coated nails all take 
hold and go squarely Into the wood. 
Use six of them at each end.

nicotine.

Plowing the apple orchard early to 
turn under the old leaves la essential 
in preventing scab spreading to 
the

stalks.

Practise clean cultiva- 
tion f r o m the very beginning to help 
control black rot and downy mildew. 
If the rot or mildew was very bad In

That 
little 
place 
was 
tended 
by

crippled girl. 
And It reflected more 
than anything else the spirit of gen- 


erosity and gentleness which was her 
predominating characteristic. 
Money 
alone will never make a home beau- 
tiful." 


Many 
farmers 
plant 
fruit 
trees 
about 
the 
house, 
but 
shade 
trees 
would be better for the front yard. 


A shade tree to be satlsractory must 
be tall, thick and cover a large space. 
Unless It Is pruned high the grass will 
not grow well under i t 
The 
most 
satisfactory fruit tree is almost oppo- 
site this in general characteristics. 
It 
must be headed low In order to have 
the fruit within reach at harvest time. 
If it grows tall and thick there will 
be very little fruit and it will be of 
poor quality. 
An open top or crown is 
necessary for the production of good 
fruit, 
and 
with 
this 
condition 
the 
shade is not good. 


As a general thing it is much better 
to use 
native forest trees of 
good 
quality, euch as the maple (the hard 
slow-growing species), elm, tulip, ash. 
etc. 
The fruit trees can be grown in 
the backyard or poultry yard, and or- 
chard, where fruit is the 
first 
and 
only consideration. 
If every available 
foot of ground must be used, a certain 
amount of shade and conafort can be 
sacrificed for what may he of more 
value. 
Some 
good 
fruit and 
little 
•hade is better than much shade and 


no fruit if a good supply of both can- 
not be obtained. 


The beauty of a shade tree depends 
upon 
Its 
normal 
and 
symmetrical 
growth. 
In order to Insure this, be- 
fore planting out off the ends of all 
broken or mutilated roots; remove all 
Bide branches save upon 
evergreens, 
so 
that 
a 
straight 
whip-like 
stalk 
alone remains. 
Dig holes at least 2 
feet in diameter and 1 foot deep In 
good 
soil, 
and 
make 
them 
4 feet 
across In poor soil. 
The sides of holes 
should be perpendicular and the bot- 
tom flat. Break up soil in the bottom 
of the hole to the depth of the length 
of a spade blade. 
Place 2 or 3 inches 
of fine, top soli, free from sods or 
other decomposing organic matter, In 
the bottom of the hole. 
On top of 
this place the roots of the tree, spread 
them as evenly as possible over the 
bottom of the hole, and cover with t 
or 3 inches of fine top soil as before. 
T r a m p 
firmly 
with the feet and 
fill 
the hole with good earth, leaving the 
surface loose and a little higher than 
the surface of the surrounding soil. 
When the work of planting Is com- 
pleted, the tree should stand about 3 
Inches deeper than

It has been found that »a the 
cities there are 20,000 miles of streets 
of a character capable of sustaining m 
growth of 6,000,000 shade trees which 
can be made worth $100,000,000 In In-

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The Democratic Keynote. 


The "Keynote" speech has become a fixture in American 


politics, and ordinarily it is a perfunctory sort of performance to 
which nobody gives especial attention. It is a kind of oratorical fire- 
works display designed to give the proper sort of sendoff to the work 


of the campaign. We have come to look to the temporary chairman of 
the national conventions as a part of the scenery or as the of- 
ficial announcer—necessary, perhaps, but not really a part of the real 
performance, and we are unusually anxious to have him conclude his 
effort and get out of the way for the main doings. This year how- 
ever, the tense political situation has invested the keynoter with a 
new dignity and a new importance. "We are inclined to accord to him 
i higher position in the political scheme, to accept him at his own 
valuation and to concede that, perhaps, he possesses some real worth 
as the pointer-of-the-way. 


It is this condition that serves to direct unusual attention to the 


address of Ex-Governor Glynn, of -New York, as temporary chair- 
man of the democratic convention at St. Louis. It was an unusual ad- 
dress that thrilled its hearers, that covered a wide range of political 
issues, and that sought to impress itself by argument without'abuse. 
It was not only a masterful defense of the president's course, but it 
demonstrated that behind the president's actions has been the prece- 
dent of American history. Mr. Wilson's opponents of large and small 
calibre have been caustic in their criticism, loud in their complaints 
and vehement in their denunciation, but they have not taken pains to 
rise above mere carping. Whatever lie has done should not have been 
done, or at least should have been done in different fashion. They 
are against Mm because they are against him, and that to them is rea- 
' son all-sufficient. A great deal of this assault was shattered by Mr. 
.Glynn.'s skilled analysis. 


,'Americanism and peace, preparedness and prosperity" is the 


slogan, which the New York man coined for democracy in the present 
campaign. It embodies in six words about all the essentials in the 
fight for political control of the country during the next four years. 
It is a platform of principle and of action eminently worthy of the 
sanction of the American people. Mr. G-lynn's keynote was clear and 
resonant. It will continue to echo again and again during the com- 
ing months.

is keeping step -with her husband in 
the matter of efficiency and mechanical 
devices in making farm life pleasanter 
and farm work less difficult, was proven 
to the 250 tourists who covered .the 
northeastern portion 
of the 
countv 


Wednesday with County Agent Clarence 
Henry, visiting farm homes and inves- 
tigating conditions. 


For many years the Indiana farmer 


has prided himself 
upon his splendid 


equipment for doing the work in his 
fields, on his roads, and about his barn?, 
wit in the old days Mrs. Farmer had to 
go right on using the same antiquated 
equipment that her grandmother 
used. 


But recently there lias been a change. 


Rural domestic 
science has replaced 


farmhouse drudgery in so many cases, 
that .the visitors and especially the few 
city men and women who went alon" 
marveled at the change that a few years 
lias made. 


The- country gentleman and his wife 


have just the same conveniences that 
the city house has—if he wants them. 
The farms 
visited 
Wednesday were 


farms on which the owners wanted to 
be progressive, and except for the fact 
that there was fresh air, eggs and nat- 
urn I complexions, one wonld-'have imag- 
ined he was in a city residence. 


The first farm on tlie route was that 


of Albert J. Black, on the Maysville 
road. Here was a house nearly sixty 
years old, built in the days when four 
inch pieces were four inches thick 
spread over the lawn like a. mastif, with 
Its nose resting on its paws. 
County 


Agent Clarence Henry talked to the oc- 
cupants of the forty-seven machines 
that drove up into the front yard. 


Mr. Henry welcomed the visitors, and 


outlined the plan for the two-day trip 
He explained that 
the farm "homes 


•which the party was to visit might not 
Be model homes in every respect, but 
?ach had its good points, its virtues, and 
these would be 
pointed out and ex- 


plained in such a manner as to give 
every woman an idea of how to utilize 
them in her home. 


At the Black farm, first Mr. Black 


told how his old house had been so 
cold in winter, that he had to make 
changes, but that the building was so 
splendidly and rigidly constructed that 
he could not allow himself to tear it 
down. 


So at a small expense he bought metal 


lath »nd put a concrete covering on it, 
find Jas home now is new and trim in 
appearance, like iron in wearing quality, 
ind is snug and warm and comfortable 
when the north winds of winter blow- 
Sown across the fields. 


Mrs. Charles Sewell then addressed 


the women in the party. 
She told of 


the political conventions-at which men 
got together to accomplish, some definite 
things. She discussed the great race!, 
in(? of club women in Xew York city 
with the results which naturally would 
fojlow. Then Mrs. Sewell told the farm 
women that the way they could im- 
prove conditions and accomplish reform.-' 
in _their methodi of work and modes of 
living was to get together on =uch CPC- 
casions as the present one and give and 
take, and profit by the experiences of 
each other. 


T. A. Coleman, director of the counts- 


agents of the state, spoke briefly at 
the Black home and then the partv 
went on several miles to the farm of 
Henry Kurtz, where landscape garden- 
Ing has been practiced in laying out the 
beautiful home grounds. 


A. J. Durham, an expert from P'ir- 


flue, talked on la.ndscape gardening, and 
•jrhen he finished, had made several 
friends for the lawn beautification move- 
ment. He explained that landscape gard- 
ening did not require either tcmper- 
ment or education, and 
that it was 


merely the science 
of usin,j common 


Gense in laying out the grounds. He ex- 
plained the inadvisability of chopping 
the lawn into little flower beds and the 
better types of plants and shrubs. Ho 
discussed the screening of unsightly ob- 
jects with trees and the permitting of 
pretty landscape vistas to be unbroken 
by early shrubs and trees. 


Miss Roberta McNiel, of Purdue, told 


the women how to make jam and put, 
tip vegetables without losing either their 
tempers or their respect for food. She 
had with her several life and labor sav- 
ing devices for the kitchen on the farm, 
and she told the wives how to use them 
nnd the husbands to tret them for the 
•wives. 
Miss McX'iel isn't a bit strong 


for the kitchen table of the type whicn 
predominates, and -says that it is wi'at 
makes women round shouldered. 
She 


believes in a table of common sense, one 
high enough not to inconvenience the 
•women who work at it.

METHOD OF MILK PASTEURIZATION 


There Is no valid -objection to pas- 


teurization when pr.jperly performed 
and the process m.ikes safer even 
the most carefully Handled and in- 
spected milk. It seen is probable that 
within the next two years a large 
proportion of the milk', supply in the 
large cities will be pa.it purized. There 
is already a marked tendency In this 
direction. 
About ten vvars ago only 


f per cent of the milk supply of Now 
York 
City *rrt pasteurized. 
Two 


years ago S8 per cent!was treated in 


AVash Sink ArraiiKixl for the.

this way. At the present time SO per 
cent of tho milk supply of Boston is 
pasteurized, and there are.correspond- 
ing Increases in many of the smaller 
cities. 


Before the value of pasteurization 


as a hygienic measure was as well 
recognized as It is today. It was prac- 
ticed In secret by a number of milk 
dealers as a means of preserving milk 
and preventing It from souring. 
Its 


commercial value In this respect Is 
undoubtedly great, but Its chief func- 
tion is tho destruction of dlseuse-pro- 
'duclng organisms. Proper pasteuriza- 
tion should destroy about D9 per cent 
of all tho bacteria In the milk, al- 
though when the bacterial count of 
the raw milk Is low the reduction may 
be somewhat smaller. The efficiency 
of the process, it Is pointed out, can 
not be based on tho per cent, but 
rather on the character of the bacteria 
destroyed. 


The kinds of bacteria that remain 


alive after pasteurization depend on 
the temperature to which the milk is 
heated and the species of bacteria 
Which are in the raw milk. 
Three 


processes of pasteurization, known re- 
spectively as the flash process, tho 
holder process and pasteurization in 
the bottle, aro now practised in this 
country. ln the flash process the milk 
Is raised quickly to a temperature of 
about 100 degrees F. or more, held 
there for from 30 seconds to a minute 
and then cooled quickly. ln the holder 
process the milk is heated to a tem- 
perature of from 140 degrees to 130 
.degrees P. and held there for half an 
hour. 
When pasteurization in bottles 
Msed, the raw milk Is put into 


with water-tight seal 
caps, 


w. Icb ere Immersed In hot water and 
held for from 20 to 30 minutes at a 
temperature of 145 degrees F. 
In 


this way the pasteurized milk Is not 
subjected to any danger of reinfection 
On the other hand, the seal caps must 
be absolutely tight and this involves 
'"creased cost. In general, it may be 
said that the holder process is coming 
in « greater favor than either of the 
others

the handling of the milk after It has 
been treated. ' As has been said al- 
ready, this is one reason why pasteur- 
ization in bottles is advocated. 
One 


false step in handling the milk after 
it has been pasteurized will undo all 
the good effects of the process. The 
milk should be cooled as rapidly as 
possible to about 40 degrees F. and 
kept at that temperature until de- 
livered. If this Is done, there ls on,y 
a slight bacterial increase during tho 
flnrt 24 hours.

SOUTHERN FARMHOUSE FOR A SMALL FAMILY 


A Southern farmhouse for a small 


family has been prepared In the Office 
of Public Roads and Rural Engineer- 
ing of the Department of Agriculture. 
The plan was developed after exten- j 
slve surveys in the South to determine 
the household needs of families with 
reference to local agriculture, climate, 
and domestic help. The aim primarily 
is to provide: (a) A cool and con- 
venient kitchen and dining room for 
the housewife: (b) bedrooms and liv- 
ing room with the best exposure: (c) 
facilities for outdoor sleeping; and 
(d) an easily heated house, cool In 
summer and yet with sunny rooms In 
winter. 
Tho materials selected are 


those commonly used In the South. 
Local builders should have no diffi- 
culty In carrying out the plans. 


With the house facing south, the 


living room and bedrooms will havo 
the advantage of the prevailing sum- 
mer winds, which, generally through- 
out the South, are from the south or 
southwest. 
Where 
the 
prevailing 


winds vary from the usual direction 
the plan can be reversed if desired, 
or the house so placed that It will 
havo the proper relation to the sum- 
mer breezes. 


The arrangement of dining room 


and kitchen constitutes the- chief fea- 
ture of the plan. 
The china closot. 


opening Into both rooms, saves a 
great many steps between the kitchen 
and tho dining room. The clearing up 
after meals can be accomplished with 
a very few steps, dishes being passed 
through on tho wide counter shelf, 
washed at tho sink, drained, and re- 
turned to the china closet, where they 
are available from either side. 


The kitchen Is small, well lighted, con- 


veniently arranged, and cool, by rea- 
son of the facts that the range is In a 
separata room and the windows- on 
opposite sides permit a cross draft. 
Tho distance from tho range to the 
other fixtures la no greater than In 
most farm kitchens; nnd, if It were, 
the extra step or two would not offset 
tho marked advantage of coolness of 
the workroom 7/hcre the greater part 
of tho kitchen work Is dons. This Is 
a matter of considerable moment, 
since so many farm wives in the South 
are now doing their own housework. 


Floor Plan. 


The cookroom colling has a large 


opening which permits the heat and 
cooking odors to escape through a 
ventilator in the gable. 
Near the 


'•tove. to give light and air. Is a double- 
casement window. 
A grated opening 


near the floor. ln the wall between the 
cookroom and 
tho kitchen closet 


draws air from below the floor and 
promotes circulation from the floor 
upward and helps to keep the lower 
part of the room cool. 
In winter. If 


It Is desired to keep the heat In the 
house, tho door between the cook- 
room and kitchen cnn be kept open 
and th« ventilator and grating closed 
when not needed to carry off odors. 
The separate and well-ventilated cook- 
room will insure a dining-room which 
Is cool and free from odors. 


The fuel room, filled from outside 


is right at hand, obviating the neces- 
sity of carrying In fuel every day. 


The bathroom Is readily accessible 


from all parts of the house, and c n 
be used for washing up by the men of 
the family coming from barn or fields 
without going through other rooms. 
Tho closet on the rear gallery Js !n- 


J tended for boots, rubber coat*, etc. 
As this house was designed to meet 
conditions prevailing In the South, no 
provision wa»'made for the washing 
"P of the farm hands, who, as a rule, 
have their own quarters. 


Instead of open fireplaces for heat- 


Ing purposes, the drawings for this 
house provide for a hot-air furnace 
installed in a. pit beneath the bath- 
room. The coat of installation would 
not greatly exceed that of the two 
chimneys, with two open fireplaces 
each, which would be necessary to 
heat all the rooms. The upkeep would 
be less and the efficiency and comfort 
far in excess of that afforded by open 
fireplaces. 
If the situation Is low 


with water near the surface, the house 
can be raised higher from the ground 
and the pit carried down but 3 feet 
or so. It should be built of concrete 
and made waterproof. Space for fuel 
storage Is provided under the rear gal- 
lery, and there Is a vegetable cellar 
under the kitchen. 


There is less front gallery to this 


house than In most southern farm- 
houses. 
Tho reason for this Is that, 


while galleries add to the coolness of 
a house in summer, they keep the 
winter sun out. making the house 
damp, cold, and cheerless. 
Extensive 


galleries add to the housekeeper's 
work. If a house has wide eaves and 
good roof ventilation and is placed so 
that it is partly shaded by trees the 
same beneficial effect afforded by gal- 
leries Is had In the summertime, while 
In winter the sun will penetrate each 
room at some time of the day. The 
summer temperature within a house Is 
largely influenced by the presence of 
near-by trees, which, even if they do 
not shade the building, prevent or 
lessen radiation from the ground. The 
plan, however, does provide a com- 
fortable front gallery, and the sleeping 
porch can also be used as an outside 
sitting room.

Plant Insects 


Watch carefully for the hatching of 


plant-lice eggs. 
The Ideal time to 


spray, for these Is just after hatching 
and before the young lice become hid- 
den in the bud scales or in the curl 
Of the leaves. The spraying material 
to use at this time is a sulphate of 
nicotine. 


Plow the plum orchard as goon as 


possible to turn under mummied plums 
which are responsible for much of the 
primary Infection of brown rot. 


Plowing the apple orchard early to 


turn under the old leaves la essential 
m preventing scab spreading to the 
flower stalks. 


Cultivate the vineyard to turn under 


the mummies. Practise clean cultiva. 
tion from the very beginning to help 
control black rot and downy mildew. 
If the rot or mildew was very bad In 
former years, early spraying with the 
Bordeaux mixture, 
4-4-50, is very 
important. 


Keep the radishes, cauliflowers and 


cabbages covered with a. poison spray 
from April 30 to May 20 to prevent 
the ravages of the cabbage maggot.

Place 2 or 3 inches 
of flue top soil, free from sods or 
oth»r decomposing organic matter, in 
the bottom of the hole.
